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The prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a semiconductor device comprising, in 
addition to the other recited features of the claim, the claimed arrangement of gate electrodes of a 
reset transistor, a source follower transistor and a select transistor with respect to a second area 
of an active region, and their interconnections with an intra-pixel wiring line, a reset voltage 
supply line, a reset signal line, a select signal line and a signal read line as claimed.
